75 | nerall Pompe, in which 
Ao the Hearſe of Gver a. 
Al rus Avpotenvs the 
>» | late glorious King of 
AJ !] Swedew,, ws remooved 

Fw! from Ybolge#t to the 
Sea ſide , to bee ſo tran- 
ſported into his owne Kingdome , by the Queene 
his Widow, a prodigious apparition of the Moone 
happened. The Carryer or Poſt of Argentine_, 
was travelling by Night wich three more in his 
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company, of whom one was a man of quality a 
Door of Phyſicke, and Mathematician; about 
nine of the clocke they were neere to a Village cal- 
led Fintrizr, The Moone was then in her Wane, 
and grew horned (forir was fowre dayes after the 
full) at which as they were looking, they perteR- 
ly diiccined another liztle Moenc, mooving up and 
down with various motions, tour the apper horne 
of the rruc Moone... At loft rhey ,jppynU iegerher, 
from which conjunRion,acleergand perfect circular 
hgurc was made, as if the Moone had then ſhincd in 
her toll. Bur long it continued not inthat- forme , 
but changed/ into rhe ſhrpe of a mans head. At 
which whileſt they g7z2d with wonder, they be- 
ganto know the face of the late King GysTavus 
Avotienvs. Inthat forme, the Moone continued 
abour a quarter of an lioure before ſhee rooke her 
owne ſhape 2g2ine, that they might perfe&ly diſco- 
__ without feare and aſtoniſhment) the Kings 
, with all the tryelincaments of his face, and fi 

Snre of his bcardand hayre. | 
From this portentuous apparition ofthe Moone, 
weredivers opinions and diſcourſes rayſed among 
the people. Soine remembreda propheticke ſpeech 
which theK. of SwerÞ/2d,whileft living, was heard to 
make, that after he was dead,his Armics would con. 
tinue victorious, and from ther:ce a fame would be 
rayſed, that he himſelfe was living, nd his death 
fora long time not bee generally believed, Others 
b:gan to, make a Religious predidtien of it; and

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comparing the Chriſtian Church to the true Moone 
(becauſe.the Church in all ages,like rhe Moones, has 
had increaſes & decreaſes )and knowing that theTar- 
t;ſh Empire has borne tor theyr Armes the Moone, 
they compared that to the falſe Moone,whicn they 
had ſeenero move about the horne of re true 
Moone, and from that corjundion of them they 
prophctied;TharGod would in merey cal the Turts 
and;joyne them ſhortly to his owne truc Chriſtia;s 
Cinurch, | 
The day following, being the ſixteenth of 7aly, 
the King of Swerhlawas Funeral], whoic Hearſe hed 
long remayned inthe Caftle of /bolga#t,was remo- 
ved, to betranſported into Swethiand, The So. 
lemnity was in manner following , In the atter- 
noone, DoRor Iacoays Faznitiys the King his 
Chapleyne, aade a Funerall Sermon in the Chap- 
pcll of the Caſtle of Ybolga## ( where the Hearſe 
ſtood. His Text was taken out of the fifr Chapter 
of the Lamentations ofIsxzmr, the words theſe; 
The Crowne of our head u falne off ; Woe bee 10 ws 
now becanſe we have ſinned, Sermon being ended, the 
Funeral] Pompe began to moover forward about 
fivea clocke to the Sca-fide, where the Swediſh fleet 
Lay to receive his body. Colonell AxziivsLits 
marched foremoſt, followed by tourefcore and 
ewelve rankes of Musketiers cight inaranke, in 
.monrning habit, and covered with hoods , after 
them in like ttabir,fixe and thirty rankes of Divines 
two ita ranke, ſinging a mournfull Ditty as they

paſt along, After whom, came fifty Students of 
the Waldenſes, and an hundred and fouretcene more, 
partly Germans,and partly Swedezr.in long mourning 
Cloakes, Two great brazen Drummes were car. 
rycd in the nex: placeafter which, came fixe Tram- 
peters, thcir Trumpers covered with blacke cloch, 
and each of them. bearing a blacke Damaske Ban- 
ner, in which the Armes of Swethlend were richly 
wrought with gold. After whom againe, camhe two 
brazen Drummes like the former , by men in the 
ke habir; and fixe Trumpeters in the ſame faſhion 
f.llowing. 

Immediatly after, came two Heralds cloathed in 
blacke ſilken robes, on which beforc and behind 
were the Armes of Swethland with great coſt and cu- 
riofity-wroughtin Necdleworke of Gold,theferwo 
Heralds carryed cither of them a Royall Scepter of 
excceding great value. Then followed the Marſhall 
Ericas Guldenſlerzius, with a wondcrtull great num. 
ver of the chicfe Counſellors and Officers b« longing 
c2 the ElcQor of Brendenbureh, and the Megapoliian 
Dukes. Next followed, the Maſter of the Ord- 
nance Leonard Terflonſon car ying aredDamagske ban- 
ner, with him werethree and thirty Barons, and 
Noblemen, eucry one carrying 2 banacr of feuerall 
colours, in whictthe Armes of thoſe {cuerall Pro- 
uinces, which had beenc juyned by conquelt ro the 
Crowne of Sweden, were moſt richly wrought in 
needleworke of gold, After euery one of theſe: Ba. 


rens,a Horſe was led coucred with blucke cloath, vp- 
on 
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on which,the ſame workeand armes were diſplayed 
in thoſe Banners which the Lords carried, 

Then followed Benedi# Oxenfterne Maſter of the 
Horſe to the King of Swerhland bearing a blacke Ban- 
ner of exceeding largenciſe, and fo heauy that three 
other were faine to helpe him in the carriage of it , 
upon this banner werecuriouſly and richly wrought 
in gold, not onely the Armes of the Crowneof 
Swethiand, bur of all thoſe other ſeuerall Provinces 
which had bin diſplayed in the thirty thre Banners 
going before, and hecre 1oyned into one, After 
this great Banner, camea ſtately Horſe, which King 
Gaftawes had us'd to ride on, tis maine was excec- 
ding largeand logg. A rich couerirg of blacke,hem.- 
med with gold hee had vpon him, and was adorned 
with feathers;blacke, white,and yellow. Vpon his 
backe ina wrought golden ſaddle, ſare Charles Horne 
Lord Chamberlaine of Swertbland,clad in the Ar- 
mor of the dead King, and wearing a chaine of gold 
of excceding great value. In his hand, hee carryed 
that ſword drawne, which King G«ffavus moſt uſed 
to weare, 2hd at his ſaddle hung the Kings piſtollyet 
ſtained with blood, as it came our of rhe bartell of 
Lntzen. After him, came another Horſe couered 
with blacke, on which, awhite Croſſe was woucn. 
Then went two Heralds cloathed jn like manner as 
the former were, carrying ewo filuer Scepters, with 
others that carryed money, which they threw a- 


mong the peeple,4llthe way asthe pope paſſed a- 
long, Aker 
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After this followed che Herſe it ſelfe; before 
which Crai/ſhemthe Mafter of the Houſhold mar- 
ched alone. The Hearſe was ſnoothar the top, 2nd 
round about it:hung theſe Armes of the ſeverall 
Provinces, which had beene betore diiplayed in 
thoſe three and thirty Banners which the Barons 
carryed; and immedntely aiter it, the great Armes 
of the Kingdome of Swethland , with the Crowne 
Royall,and Imperiall Globe; about which,was the 
Title written in great Letters, GVSTAVVS 
ADOLPHYS MAGNYVS. withthe houres 
of his Nativity and Death, ſpecified alſo. The 
Hearſe it {clfe, was carryed by twenty Noblemen 
cloſe Mourners, under a large blacke Canopy, 
whoſlc foure Corners were borne up by foure Co- 
lonels. After whom came forty other Noblemen, 
appoynted by turnes to carry the Herſe twenty ar a 
time, and ſo to relievecach other all the way 3s the 
Funerall ſhould paſſe. Behind theſe, came the Cap- 
taine of the Guard Sienboccime , with fifry of his 
Guirrd, theyr Spearcs covered .over with blacks, 
cloath, ard theinſelves attyred in long Cloakes.- 
Then came two Marſhals, end after them the Ele. 
Cor of Breadenborg himſclfc, the rwo Megapoltan 
Dukes, with other great Princes, befides rice Em- 
baſſidors,of the PrinceP2larine and his Lady. Then 
followed ſome great Officers . and- Counſcllers of 
the Kingdome of Swerbland , of whom Herman 
Wrangel , tobu Banner , and Steve Bedke, were rhe 
chictc, Attcr them came two othcr Her-lds, Adam 
Gas Pen- 
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dem Pentis, and. Caſſimure . Guildenſlerne ;.. ther 
followed rhe. Queene . of Fw&hiaxs the mour- 
ning Widow of King Gnazan 2h bing 4; blacke 
Chariot drawne. with fixe Horſes, Epbriel | 
the Sonne of Guſlavey, and Maiibias Soape waited on 
the rant appar pe carer ba morge of 
Br | t yt .of ZBrunpe: 
the wiucs of the two Mega lap Duvet the iwa: 
Daug mat Dale tols: Abos, Daughter ot the 
ElcQar of Brendenbergh, the Dutcheſleaf Croy, and 
five Princely es of Anha/t, cucry one of theſe 
great Ladycs, was lad by xwo-Nable men, one at ci. 
ther hand; ' after theſe againe, followed rwo . other 
Marſhals aad then in one faire company came all the 
Ladyes and Gentlewomen that waited. vpog the 
Queene, and that belonged. to the joncfle , of 
Brandenbargh, the Dutcheſle of Brwiſwighe, andall 
thoſe orher Princeſſes that before were mentioned ; 
behinde them came all the Agents, Ambaſſadors, or 
Secretaries of the Cities thereabours , and laſt of all, 
followed a troupe of the deceaſed Kings ordinarie 
Houſhold.ſeruants, whobrought vp the reare of this 
long and great ſolemnitic. | 

This Funerall Pompe, chough it were great, had 
beene farre more magnificent and ſolemne,it the Swe- 
diſh fleete, whicharriued the day after being Satwr- 
day, had come at the appoynred time ; in which there 
were,an hundred Noble men with a great number of 
Souldiers all well provided of mourning attire, and 
bringingalong with them many royal! Enſignes, 

B Flagges, 
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Flegges, and Armours, which ſhould have beene

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When they were come frem Ybo/geft to the ſea-ſide, 
fr6 wheace 2 bridge was made ouer to he thippine? 
they ſer the Hearſe downe vpon the ſhore, and Srens/ 
Beilkian ſtanding before the Queene, in her Name, 
and in the names of all rhe States of Swerbland in 2 
learned Oration,gaye thankes ro the EleQors,and the 
reft of the Princesrhere for the loyc they had ſhowed 
to his deceaſed Maſtcr. The Oration beeing ended, 
and ſome falutarions paſſed the Kings Hearſe, wag 
borac inte the to be tranſported with the 
Queene ity | - which was no ſooner re. 
mooued,thenathundring pealte of Ordnance from 
the Caftleand Tqwne was giuen, end on the: ſhore 
two bedies of Musketiers with a long and great Vol- 
ley badadiew torhebody of that Martiaf!
